A ‘‘thinking machine’ that 
can cull frost damaged fruit 
and segregate it into three 


grades is now operating as a 
werking model. 

Since it actually “looks” at the 
fruit, adjusts itself to the size of 
the fruit and then “tells’’ itself 
what each grade of crange should 
fall into, the new equipment is 
being closely watched in actual 
operation in a Sunkist packing 
house. 

The machine, developed by the 
Automatic X-Ray Corporation, is 
entirely automatic.

Oranges are inte the 
machine on a traveling belt and 
drop into metal cups in the ma- 
chine. The cups then carry the 
fruit over X-ray tubes which scan 
the interior of the oranges. What 
the X-ray ‘‘sees” instantly 
transmitted through an electronic 
principle to the control of the 
machine. This, in turn, sets a 
trigger on the cup to drop the 
fruit into the proper bin. The 
entire cperation described above 
takes only 17/1,000 of a second. 
The oranges, regardless of size or 
condition, pass through the ma- 
chine at the rate of 36,000 per 
hour. 

Three grades can be accurately 
segregated on the new equipment, 
compared with the two grades 
possible on the older X-ray de- 
vices. The machine is adjustable 
to varying types of fruit which 
may be run through it.
